Papua, a Cold Blooded Country, W here 
Life le Held Cheap. 
Papua ha» long been known os a 
bloody land. 
It 1« a bloody land still. 
But tho blood of w hite men is rarely 
let, and the wanton slaughter of na­ 
tives, tho one by the other—at least 
lu thoso fast widening regions which 
sre w ltbln the sphere of the law —is 
fast diminishing. 
All this being «0 lu 
ono year, nev»*rtheless, when th*»re 
w’ero 215 prisoners committed for trial, 
118 of them were charged with murder, 
nine with m anslaughter and fivo with 
attempted murder. 
To the civilized mind the motives to 
murder, shocking enough, to be sure, 
nor w anting an aspect of grewsome 
humor, are upon occasion incredible. 
As tbey are m atters of record, how­ 
ever, disclosed on painstaking investi­ 
gation, they ara to bo accepted, not us 
irresponsible tales, such nu w ander 
about the eastern seas, but as substan­ 
tial facts, however singular and incom­ 
prehensible they muy appear. 
It is a m atter of court record, for e x ­ 
ample, th a t Certain nativ»»s of w hat is 
called tho coast range, being upon trial 
for the m urder of two carriers, whoso 
throats they had cut, adm itted the dee»l 
without the least hesitation and sought 
to justify the ghastly business upon 
the ground th a t the carrier ha«l appear­ 
ed to be “cold and hungry”—dejected 
fellows, far away from their village. 
Tlio prisoners had not eaten the cur­ 
riers. They bad merely—with the most 
considerate expedition—cu t the throats 
of the carriers, who were strangers, at 
any rate, and therefore of 110 great con­ 
sequent'»?, and no ingeuuity of cross 
questioning couitl elicit a motive ul­ 
terior to the one so ingenuously ad­ 
vanced—that the carriers, appearing to 
l>e “cold and hungry," were. In the 
opiuiou of tho gentlemen who had in­ 
continently cut their throats, much bet­ 
ter den »1. 
A sim ilar case of merciful exterm ina­ 
tion concerned a young native employ­ 
ed to shoot game for a white planter, 
wht> encountered a sick man (Papuan) 
on the road near a river and stran ­ 
gled him to death. 
Upon trial bo ex­ 
plained tb at the sick man bad created 
annoyance and a considerable em bar­ 
rassm ent as well by insistently re­ 
questing to be carried across the river 
to the other sidt*, whence bis way lay 
forw ard to bis village. 
“Quite so," said the presiding ollleer. 
“Why, tAen. 
didn’t you carry * him 
across the river?" 
“lie was too heavy,” replied the na­ 
tive. “It would have put me to a great 
deal of trouble.” 
“Why did you kill him?" 
"W hat else could I do? 
The man 
was sick.” 
It was out of the question to endure 
ihe labor of carrying the sick man 
ucross the river. It was equally out of 
the question to abandon the pitiable 
object 
Therefore the bewildered fel­ 
low had straugled him—the most ob­ 
vious way out of a dilemma which 
bade fair to distress his feelings.—H ar­ 
per's Magazine.

Papua, a Cold Blooded Country, W here 
Life 18 Held Cheap. 
Papua has long been known as a 
bloody land. 
It is a bloody land still. 
But tho blood of white men is rarely 
let, and tim wanton slaughter of na­ 
tives, tho on© by the other—at least 
in those fast widening region# which 
are within the sphere of tho law—is 
fast diminishing. 
All this being so iu 
one year, nevertheless, when there 
were 215 prisoners committed for trial, 
118 of them were charged with murder, 
nine with m anslaughter and Avo with 
attem pted murder. 
To tiro civilized mind tile motives to 
murder, shocking enough, to be sure, 
nor w anting an aspect of grewsome 
humor, are upon occasion incredible. 
Aa they aro matters of record, how­ 
ever, disclosed on painstaking investi­ 
gation. they ans to be accepted, not as 
Irresponsible 
tales, ouch an w ander 
about tho eastern seas, but as substan­ 
tial facts, how ever singular aud incom­ 
prehensible they may appear. 
It is a matter of court record, for ex 
ample, that certain natives of what is 
called the const range, being upon trial 
for the murder of tivo carriers, whose 
throats they had cut, admitted the deed 
without the least hesitation and sought 
to Justify the ghastly business upon 
the ground that the carrier had appear­ 
ed to be “cold and hungry"—dejected 
fellows, fflr aw ay from their village. 
T he prisoners had not eaten the car­ 
riers. They bad merely—with the most 
considerate expedition— cu t the throats 
of the carriers, who were strangers, a t 
any rate, and therefore of no great con­ 
sequence, and no ingenuity of cross 
questioning could elicit a m otive ul­ 
terior to the one so ingenuously ad ­ 
vanced—th a t the carriers, appearing to 
In? "cold an d hungry,’’ were, in the 
opinion of tho gentlemen who had in 
continently cut their throats, much bet­ 
ter dead. 
A similar case of merciful extermina­ 
tion concern*'*I a young native employ­ 
ed to shoot game for a white planter. 
who encountered a sick m an (Papuan) 
on tile road near a river and s tr a n ­ 
gled him to death. 
Upon trial he ex­ 
plained that the sick man had created 
annoyance and a considerable embar­ 
rassment as well by insistently re­ 
questing to be carried across the river 
to the oilier ski**, whence his way lay 
forward to bis village. 
“Quite so,” said the presiding otfleer. 
"Why, tAen. didn’t you carry 
bim 
nereis the river?” 
“He wns too heavy,” replied the na­ 
tive. “It would have put me to a great 
deal of trouble."* 
“Why did you kill him?”

M. D. Stoner States that the Water

An interview from M. D. Stoner, 
pr* sit! nt of the G uyana Range Pow­ 
er (’o., on their prospecting for a new 
water supply at the Suring (Bay site 
and the results attained are of par­ 
ticular interest at this time, for they 
rnauk a step in the search for a pure 
w ater supply. 
Samples of the water nave been 
taken by a representative 
of 
the 
State Board of Health and the result 
of the analyses will soon be announc­ 
ed. 
The power company built a line 
to the site which is situated 
quar­ 
ter of a mile below the dam in the 
sand west of the (Mississippi river, 
the water location being one and a 
half m ibs to the northeast of the 
main section of Bjainerd. 
A supply yielding 46*5 gallons a 
minute has been located, this flow 
making a total of 7OKI,OOO gallons in 
24 
hours. 
W ith an equipment of 
steam and electric pumps and two 
auction lines in action a plentiful 
supply of water was slicked up from 
six well points driven dow’n 25 feet. 
They were four-inch points six feet 
long. 
Of these points, two were con­ 
n e c t s with a small1 
steam 
pump 
owned by the city and four were von* 
: coted with an electric pump. 
The natural level of the ground 
water is 3*4 feet above the river, 
which is a guarantee that its source 
is entirely iud* pendent of the river.

French Also Cap tu re Many Prisoners, 


Some Cannon and Machine Gu n« . 
British Force« Are Said to Have 
Been Similarly Su ccessfu l. 


London, May 12.— With two of tho 
greatest battles of the war in p rog­ 
re s s - o n e between Arras and the Bel­ 
gian roast and the other in Western 
Galicia- to say nothing of the op era­ 
tions In the Dardanelles and lesser 
engagements along the eastern and 
Western fronts, the armies of the bel­ 
ligerents are fu lly occu p ied. 
The battle In Northern France and 
Flanders might he divided into three 
sections. 
From the coast to Dix rnu de the Bel­ 
gians, su p p orted by French marines, 
have taken the offensive and, besides 
rep u lsing 
German 
cou nter attacks, 
ltnve gained a fending on the right 
bank of the Yser canal. 
Arou nd Yp res, p articu larly to the 
east of that town, the Germans con­ 
tinu e to attack the British lines and 
are again u sing gas and a tremendou s 
amou nt of u rtillnry. bu t, according to 
the British version, withou t making 
any imp ression. 
Farther to the sou th, as far as Ar­ 
ras, the French continu e their offen­ 
sive and have made very material 
p rogress, cap tu ring a nu mber of Ger­ 
mans, with gu ns nnd machine gu ns. 
The greatest imp ortance is attach­ 
ed to the French op eration« , as they 
threaten the German lines of commu ­ 
nication for the armies on the Oise 
and the Alsne. 
The resu lt of tills 
battle, which dou btless will not be 
decided for days, Is awaited with deep 
interest. 
Railway Lines Damaged. 


According to the French rep ort the 
Germans, their railway fines having 
been damaged by allied airmen, have 
brou ght u p reinforcements by motor 
cars. 
These have been met by the 
concentrated fire of the French artil­ 
lery. 
In fact, the artillery Is becom­ 
ing more and more the determining 
factor In the war. 
Arou nd Yp res the Germans, before 
lau nching their attacks, which have 
been delivered 
on su ccessive 
days, 
thorou ghly searched the grou nd with 
heavy and light gu ns, su bjecting the 
British to a 
bombardment 
su ch as 
they themcslves received at Nu evo 
Chap ollc. 
Officers nnd men who have 
escap ed 
from 
it 
state 
that 
the 
trenches were u tterly destroyed nnd 
tin' grou nd chu rned u p by the shells. 
Nevertheless 
the 
British 
fou nd 
some kind of shelter, and when the 
Gorman 
infantry tried 
to advance 
they were mowed down. 
Thero are 
no signs, however, of the German at­ 
tacks slackening. 
Tho Germans an 
rep orted to Ik* concentrating more 
levies in Belgiu m, ready to take the 
p lace of. or give su p p ort to, those 
now on the firing line. 
Indeed, many 
believe that the biggest effort yet u n­ 
dertaken to reach tho French coast 
p orts Is tinder way.

London, May 12.—W ith two of tho 
g reatest battles of the w ar in prog­ 
r e s s - o n e between A rras and th e Bel­ 
gian ro ast and the other in W estern 
H alid a—to say nothing of the opera­ 
tions in the Dardanelles and lesser 
engagem ents along the eastern and 
w estern fronts, th** arm ies of the bel­ 
ligerents urn fully occupied. 
T he buttle in N orthern France and 
Flanders m ight be divided into three 
sections. 
From the coast to Dixrnude the Bel­ 
gians, supported by French marines, 
have taken th e offensive and, besides 
repulsing

bank of the Y sef canal. 
Around Ypres, particularly to the 
east of th a t tow n, I he Herm ans con­ 
tinuo to attack th e British linos and 
are again using gas and a trem endous 
am ount of artillery, but, according to 
the British version, without making 
any impression. 
F a rth er to th e south, as far as Ar­ 
ras, the French continue their offen­ 
sive and 
have m ade very 
m aterial 
progress, <apturing a num ber of Her­ 
m ans, with guns and m achine guns. 
Tin* greatest im portance is a tta c h ­ 
ed to the F rench operations, as they 
th reaten tho G erm an lines of com m u­ 
nication for the arm ies on the Oise 
and tho Alsne. 
Th** result of this 
battle, which doubtless will not he 
decided for days, Is awaited with deep 
interest. 


Railw ay Lines Damaged. 


According to th** French report the 
H erm ans, their railway lines having 
been dam aged by allied airm en, have 
brought up reinforcem ents by motor 
cars. 
T hese have been m et by the 
concentrated fire of the French a rtil­ 
lery, 
In fact, the artillery is becom ­ 
ing m ore and m ore the determ ining 
factor in the war.
